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Teaching the English They'll Use 

Employers and the public say that our schools do not teach English 
for practical use, or rather that the teaching does not have apparent 
practical results. They say that office clerks and typists, right out 
of school, pollute the very buckets in the well of English. 

Business English is, of course, not a distinct language apart from 
other good English, but certainly the business man gives to English 
a direction and an emphasis that require special presentation. 
The business man wants his typist to know, for instance, the difference 
between accept and except, between principle and principal, between 
affect and effect. He is not so particular that she shall be able 
to point out the participial modifiers in a page of Carlyle's "Essay 
on Burns." If such idiomatic language as held in abeyance and 
dissolved partnership is as Greek to her, she retards his business 
while she studies "Greek." 

The business man may fairly demand of his assistants: a knowledge of 
how business is done; an understanding of English as used in business; the 
ability to speak and to write the English of business.
